Coasting Bill. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) ■ 
In the senate to-dny Senator Ijellerose 
took* exception to the remark of Senator 
Boulton that if the United States had 
been better prepared for the present war, 
Spain would not have offered any resis- 
tance, lie believed that oven it' the 
United States had naval power equal to 
that of Great Britain Spain would not 
submit, to injustice. True; the weaker 
country usually had to submit, but no 
country with the pride' of Spain would 
submit unless forced to t\o so. A nation 
might bo beaten but still retain its honor, 
He believed that Spain would have 
fought any power rather than tamely 
submit to the action of the United States, 
which was in contravention of all law 
nnd international usage. If the Mon- 
roe doctrine was acknowledged then 
Canada's time might soon come. 

Leading Orangemen from nil parts of 
Canada are assembled preparatory to the 
meeting of the Grand Lodge of British 
America; 

Alexander McDonald, who cut such it 
swath here last winter as a famous Yu- 
kon explorer, has turned up again. He 
is now in London using the names of 
prominent Canadians to further his 
schemes. 

The franchise bill was under discussion 
in the senate to-day and passed the see- 
end reading "on division." 

The Premier read the letter in the 
Hi use to-day from General Gascoigne 
in which he replied to some of the stric- 
tures passed upon him by Sir Charles 
Tupper on May 5th. 

Tin? Sons of England incorporation 
bill to-day passed its third reading with- 
out: opposition. 

The government bill to abolish the su- 
perannuation system in the civil service 
lias been amended confining the change 
lo those less than ten years in the gov- 
ernment service. 

Mr. Paterson's reply to Sic Hibbert 
Tupper indicates that the government 
is not disiwsed to adopt the principle of 
his bill by which the coasting laws of 
Canada would give the same encourage- 
ment to Canadian vessels on the Pacific 
as is accorded to American ships under 
the United States regulations! 

COMMISSION AGREED TO. 

Expectation That Mutual Concessions 
Will Result in Settlement of 
International Difficulties. 

Wshington, May 30.— The Canadian 
negotiations which have been in pro- 
gress here for the last week were con- 
cluded to-night, when n definite agree- 
ment was reached for the creation of a 
commission which shall consider all the 
subjects of controversy between the 
United States and Canada and frame a 
treaty between the Imperial government 
and the United Stales for the complete 
adjustment of these controversies. The 
agreement is now to be submitted to 
the British government for its approval 
and when this is given the organization 
of the commission will be completed. 

For the present the agreement is con- 
fined to the one point, that the commis- 
sion shall be created, the time and place 
for the commission to begin its work 
being left for future determination. It 
is understood, however, that the first 
meeting will be held at Quebec, prob- 
ably during the coining summer. The 
membership of the commission will be 
determined by the executive branches 
of the two governments. 

.The discussions during the last week 
have proceeded in a manner satisfac- 
tory to all parties concerned. It is also 
stated to-night by those participating, 
that the spirit of good will was marked 
throughout. The purpose was not to 
arrive at final conclusions but rather to 
pave the way for a commission which 
would arrive at a conclusion by exam- 
ination of all the details of the several 
questions involved. These include the 
Behring sea, the North Atlantic and 
Lake fisheries, border Immigration, re- 
ciprocity, mining regulations in the 
Klondike and British North American 
possessions, and also the determination 
of the Alaskan boundary line. 

While these were gone over in the 
conference just closed it was a prelimin- 
ary discussion and no final agreement 
was reached on any of the' subjects in- 
volved. The expectation is that the 
commission will now accomplish this gen- 
eral work on'selting concessions on one 
question by equal concessions on other 
subjects involved, Those participating 
in the conference were Sir .Julian 
I'auncefoto, the British ambassador; Sir 
Louis Davies, Canadian minister of ma- 
rine; W: .T. Foster, special commissioner 
in charge of Canadian affairs, and reci- 
procity commissioner ICasson.

THE PHILIPPINES; 

Spain Talks Confidently About Their 
Future Government But Inhabit 
ants Favor Americans. 

London, May 20.— A Hongkong des- 
patch to the Mail says: United States 
Consul O. Williams, who arrived from 
Manila on the auxiliary boat Scatiro, 
formerly a British merchant vessel, says 
that he thinks Admiral Montejo will be 
couit-martialled, though lie does not 
Chink the Admiral should hi? for he 
fought bravely. Mr. Williams says also 
that Aguiualdo, the insurgent leader, 
has his men nt Cavite in a good state of 
discipline. They are provided with 
riiles and ammunition anil did good ser- 
vice for the Americans in attacking Ma- 
nila. The American troops from San- 
Franeisco are expected to arrive there 
in June. The Spaniards are trying to 
wean tho Philippine rebels from their 
allegiance to the Americans, Captain 
General August! promising all kinds of 
reforms for the islands, but the chief in- 
surgents decline to negotiate with hirn as 
the same promises have been made be- 
fore, 

Madrid, May 20— In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday one of the deputies 
demanded that reforms be instituted 
and amnesty granted the rebels in the 
Philippine islands, and that the chiefs 
among the insurgents be deported to 
Spain. The minister of tin.' colonies, 
Senor Romero Giron, said that an in- 
quiry was proceeding with a view of 
granting amnesty lo the most deserving 
of tlu." rebel 'prisoners and that inquiry 
would also be necessary before reforms 
could be granted. 

Madrid, May 20.— A despatch to the 
Iiepareinl from Manila, dated Tuesday 
last, May 21, says tho town of St. 
Thomas is in a slate of insurrection. The 
rebels, it is added, have burned a num- 
ber of houses and have murdered the 
commander of the volunteers, a priest 
and other Spaniards. 

The despatch also announced that the 
cable to Ho has been cut. 



CRUISER IN COLLISION. 

Bun Into Off Fire Island by Steamer 
Which Almost Immediately Sank. 

New York, May 20.— The U. S. cruiser 
Columbia drived at St. George Island to- 
day and anchored off Tomkinsville. She 
bus a big hole in her starboard side. The 
captain reports as follows: "At T:35 p.m. 
last night off Fire Island during thick 
fog the Columbia was run into by steam- 
er Foseolio (British), hence for -Bor- 
deaux. The Foseolia struck the Colum- 
bia on the starboard quarter just for- 
ward of the after barbette, cutting clean 
into the hull, making a hole about ten 
feet, and Idling the compartment with 
water. The Forsolia sank almost im- 
mediately after, but the Columbia suc- 
ceeded in rescuing all of her crew and 
landing them at St. George. 

TUB CALL FOB TROOPS. 

All States Promise Any Number of 
Men Required. 

Washington, May 30.— Twenty gover- 
nors of states and territories have replied 
the Secretary Alger's telegrams asking 
for. their views regarding the filling of 
the present volunteer regiments to their 
maximum strength oefore beginning the 
formation of new organizations. Some 
of these indicate a preference Cor the 
recruiting of new regiments as under 
the lirst call leaving the present organi- 
zation with the number of men now con- 
tained in them though they :ill promise 
the government any amount of troops 
that are wanted. It is the President's 
desire, that the organizations already 
formed shall be filled to their maximum 
strength as the law provides and this 
policy will be carried out in recruiting 
under the second call. The apportionment 
to the states has been made up but not 
yol given to the public. Through urgent 
representations to Secretary Alger, some 
of the states were permitted under the 
first call to furnish a greater number of 
troops than they were legally entitled 
to on the basis of population. Conse- 
quently in railing the 75,000 men under 
the second call this wid be remedied ns 
far as possoble with the result that 
some of the stales may not be called on 
to furnish any of the men needed. This 
course probably may give rise to dis- 
content in states where the men are 
anxious to serve but it is regarded us 
Hie only fair way in which to proceed.

ARMY 11$ ON CUBA 



United States Army of Invasion at 
Last Settine* Out Towards 
the Island. 



Insurgents Have Been Armed tvti 
Many Points to Cover the At- 
tempt at Landing:. 



Definite News of Cervera's Fleet 
Causes This Forward Movement 
to lie Hastened. 



Washington, May 150. — The military in- 
vasion of Cuba- has begun, unless the 
orders of the war department miscarry. 
At an early hour this morning the troops 
that have been gathered at the Gulf 
ports began to break camp and to march, 
aboard tin; transport ships waiting to- 
carry them to the enemy's territory. 
About twenty-five of these ships, the 
biggest and fastest that could be obtain- 
ed for the purpose, had been gathered! 
ready to receive the troops. They will 
accommodate about 30,000 men for in u 
short voyage like that from one of th^ 
Gulf ports to Cuba, it is possible with 
safety and comfort to carry a much larg- 
er number of men aboard a ship than 
would be advisable in the case of it. 
cruise to the Philippines for instance. 

How many troops started this morn- 
ing, where they took ship, where they 
are bound, are questions that the lead- 
ing spirits of the campaign refuse to ans- 
wer. They have no desire that the- 
Spanish should have the opportunity af- 
forded them to gather forces to attack 
American soldiers when they land. There- 
fore nothing of the details of this move- 
ment can be learned. There is a sus- 
picion that the start would be made from 
Tampa and Mobile, and it is probable 
that ia such a case the fleet of ships Avill' 
converge at Key West to pass under tho- 
convoys of warships which Admiral 
Sampson has provided to ensure the- 
safety of the troops during the passage 
across the Florida straits, and to en- 
sure them against attack at the hands 
of some stray Spanish cruiser or gun- 
boat. 

It is probable that there will be no- 
less than four separate military expedi- 
tions and that these will be landed at' 
four different points. Whether Porto-' 
Rico is one of these points or not can- 
not be learned, 

Before the entire force which it. is -pro- 
posed to use in Cuba can be landed the 
transports must. make, four separate voy- 
ages across the straits. Arrangements- 
have been made to uitilizc the services 
of insurgents to the largest possible ex- 
tent. The government has already, sent 
expeditious to a largo number of points 
on the island and landed supplies for the* 
insurgents. Most of the parties succeed- 
ed perfectly in their object and -it was- 
said nt the war department to-day that 
a sufllcient number of the insurgents- 
have been armed to constitute a very ef- 
fective support for the troops ai- they 
land. A war conference was held at the 
White House at .'1 o'clock this afternoon, 
between the President and his two secre- 
taries. Alger and Long, and Mnjor-Gcn- 
eral Miles in command of the army.. 
Vice-President Hobart was present a 
part of the time and Secretary Day, 
v ho has just returned to Washington,, 
also dropped in. After the entire situ- 
ation, naval and military, had boon gone • 
over, Secretary Long' retired and Secre- 
tary Alger and General Miles remained I 
to discuss more in detail the military 
operations about to be put in execution! 
as a result of the definite ollicial informa- 
tion that the Spanish squadron is secim-- 
ly held within Santiago harbor. 

Naturally those who participated ii\ 
the conference observed strict silence re- 
garding it. It was stated, however, iin 
an authoritative quarter that the discus- 
sion had covered the entire range of 
naval and military operations, particul- 
arly with a view to active movements 
about to begin. Gen; Miles brought with 
him a memorandum showing the exact, 
disposition of the military forces now 
concentrated at various points through- 
out the country, and the number of men* 
at Tampa and southern points of em- 
barkation. He also made known that at 
1 o'clock this morning, immediately fol- 
lowing the receipt of definite informa- 
tion of tin? presence of the Spanish squad' 
ror. at Santiago, he had gone to the war- 
department nnd had issued telegraphic 
orders putting the troops in motion, thus 
starting the forward movement from 
eery arm of the service. Further than 
this, those attending at; the conference- 
would not discuss their plans.

New York, May 29.— IteXcrrlug to the 
funeral of .Mr. Gladstone yesterday, Mr. 
Ford, in liis London letter to the Tribune 
says: It was a great state funeral, end- 
ing with all the simplicity <jf u village 
churchyard funeral. Slowly the group was 
thinned out; whon Mis. Gladstone went 
away with her two sons the houses re- 
tired with stately dignity and the abbey 
was gradually emptied. England and par- 
liament had paid their last homage 
Ihelr greatest citizen, both In spirit and in 
truth. Precedents wore closely followed In 
to-day's ceremonial, and only one new one 
was created. This was the archbishop's 
prayers and benediction. It has been the 
traditional custom that the dean shall read 
the entire burial service in the abbey with- 
out assistance. Otherwise Gladstone was 
burled In conformity with the oldest cus- 
toms and closely In accordance with the 
usage followed at the funeral of Pitt and 
I'nliuerstojie. Even the weird cry of the 
Garter King proclaiming the style and 
quality of the dqnd, and rehearsing the 
public ofllces which he lmd held, was not 
omitted. Strangely enough, tile last word 
heard over Gladstone's gravy wiih his ','pn 
nectlon with the commission fo the Ion 
ian islands, which attested Ills sympathy 
With oppressed, and struggling nations. 

A reference to precedents In a spirit of 
conversation, Imparted an old timw dignity 
to the unique service, which was lacking 
In the ordinary splendors of u state cere- 
monial. What was better than all else 
.was the warmth and heartiness of the ser- 
vice and Its sympathetic touch with Glad- 
stone's life and character. 

Spectators on every side were deeply 
moved and found relief for •their emo- 
tions by joining with one accord in sing- 
ing the familiar hymns. The entire as- 
semblage rose when Mrs. Gladstone tool; 
her scat under the lantern. Strong men 
wept when she knelt beside the grave, 
and while the Prince of Wales, with court- 
ly grace, kissed her hand as though she 
had been the wife of a king, Gladstone's 
unique personality seemed opened and soft- 
ened to all hearts. 

Much of this sensibility was due to (he 
music, which was simply glorious. The 
choir had been recruited from six churches 
and there was a full orchestral accompani- 
ment for the organ. It was music con- 
tmlcu'OUS oil delicacy of shade and sympa- 
thetic quality, and It fltteu In v:!t.h. every 
one's thoughts about Gladstone. The whole 
service tended to magnify the spiritual sig- 
nificance of his life and death, and this 
has been the marked tendency throughout 
England during the last ten days. 

England may have to wall another gener- 
ation before there is a true sense of his- 
torical perspective for estimating aright 
his public services and real character. Al- 
ready there is a mythical Gladstone with 
which men's imaginations are conjuring, 
but his faith was no myth and It Is cer- 
tain that his death has had much of the 
potency of a national religious revival. 

Cabling to (he Times on the same sub- 
|ect, -Mr. Harold Frederick says: "Stately 
and imposing as was the funeral of Glud- 
. stone at Westminster Abbey this morn- 
ing, with all Its show of princes, nobles 
and ambassadors, it was not such .1 spec- 
tacle as was that of the untiring stream 
of thousands who poured through West- 
minster hall at the lying in stale on Thurs- 
day and Friday. Such a genuine popular 
tribue of respect, veneration, love and 
grief I have never seen linked to such ah- 
solute simplicity of expression. Men came 
from all parts of England, Ireland and 
Scotland and, Indeed, from distant parts 
of Europe, to say farewell, and when with 
simple reverence they had passed the black 
platform on which the casket was raised, 
their loosened tongues spoke In all the dia- 
lects of these Islands. 

Perhaps the most solemn function of 
nil, witnessed by none hut the Gladstone 
family and the officials, was when the 
casket was opened shortly after midnight 
on Thursday to allow the Karl Marshal to 
verify with ids own eyes that It really 
contained the remains of the dead states- 
man. I am told thai the old man's face, 
seen for the last time by the Duke of Nor- 
folk, who Is responsible to England for 
(his sacred charge, was more peaceful and 
younger looking than It had seemed for 
yea rs. 

At the very last moment a small gold 
Armenian cross, a memento of that nation 
for which the great statesman worked so 
zealously, was placed by his side. Then 
all was done. 

It was a curious sight, that of an hour 
after midnight on Thursday morning, In 
the- underground railway station hard by 
(he palace of Westminster with all Its great 
old story and history of poetry and fame. 
On the dingy platform were the Earl Mar- 
shal of England and four heralds in sim- 
ple mourning dress, there to receive from 
the hands of (he dead man's son those re- 
mains which the Queen and the counntry 
had decreed to honor. There was no stale- 
ly ceremonial, such as was suggested by 
the old historic names of "Earl Marsha,!'' 
and "Heralds," only an obscure under- 
ground railway station and a few simply 
Clad men peering Into the misty darkness 
of tile tunnel. Nothing of outward show, 
assuredly nothing of outward chivalry ap- 
peared, hut one of the simply rind men 
was the premier Duke of IOugland, a pupil 
and friend of thai great Oxfordniaii, Car- 
dinal Newman, with whom Gladstone's 
higher life had been, for years so Intimate- 
ly woven, and whom he so very heartily 
drew In more senses than one to himself. 



ANXIETY ON THE ISLANDS. 

Residents at Defenceless Points in Daily 
Fear of Repetition of Bombard- 
ment. 

St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, May 
'2-. — The days following the bombard- 
ment of Porto Eico's capital by Admiral 
Sampson's licet have been trying indeed 
for the inhabitants of the Spanish is- 
land. 

Business is dead. There is no move- 
ment of vessels, and San Juan and all 
const towns await with fear and trepi- 
dition a recommencement of hostilities. 
Many people left the capital several 
weeks ago and of those wiio still remain 
all are leaving who can possibly do so. 
There are many whose business requires 
their daily presence in San Juan. Many 
of these men have moved their families 
to improvised camps in the country 
where they will he out of range of Am- 
erican gnus, hut still near enough for 
the men to come daily to San Juan. San 
Juan papers are agitating tiie immediate 
erection of a relief house near San Juan 
where the poor and homeless women of 
the city can be sheltered out of harm's 
way in ease of another bombardment 

The utmost military and naval vigi- 
lance prevails throughout (he island. 
Anxious eyes look seaward by day and 
by night seeking the enemy's vessels, as 
well as the long expected Spanish fleet. 
The story that Admiral Sampson's licet 
approached San Juan on ►he morning 
of the 12th, showing the Spanish Bag, 
and that crowds of enthusiastic Porto 
Kicans crowded the city to cheer the 
Hug of the mother country, is believed in 
the island, as the coast patrols fsar ft re- 
petition of the- same trick, but the Porto 
Weans are thoroughly familiar with one 
American ship, and that is the Yale. 
This big liner lias been doing patrol duty 
around Porto Rico for some weeks, 
sometimes coming close in shore. When- 
ever she is sighted the troops are ord- 
ered out, guns are trained, the red cross 
prepares for emergencies and this vigi- 
lance and preparation arc maintained 
until the Yale disappears. 

There is smallpox here as well as in 
other parts of the island, and if noth- 
ing is done to remedy the situation the 
misery and suffering wiil soon be be- 
yond Words. During* the days immedi- 
ately following the bombardment food 
prices advanced greatly in Sun Juan, If 
there are no immediate warlike steps 
taken against Porto Rico the prevailing 
perturbation will probably soon cease 
and confidence will he partially restored. 
But Porto Pico is always threatened 
with disorders arising among the people 
themselves and the scarcity of food if 
the blockade will only add to this dan- 
ger. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 2S— The Brit 
ish steamer Adula arrived from Cienfue 
gos this morning with So refugees in- 
cluding several prominent and wealthy 
persons one hoard. Capt. Walker re- 
ports that when he arrived at Cieu- 
fuegos he (here met the American war- 
ships Iowa, Massachusetts. Brooklyn, 
On s tine and the Indiana, hut all w 
gone when lie came out on Thursday. 
The Adula was detained four days by the 
Spanish authorities for a reason not 
specified, but il is supposed she was held 
because she had one man aboard who 
was not. on the ship's articles. She was 
released without any penalty being im- 
posed. 

The blockade of Cienfuegos has finally 
been abandoned temporarily, and the 
Spaniards in the city are elated over 
this fact, but fear that the American 
ships have concentrated to destroy the 
Spanish fleet. The food condition 
Cienfuegos, according to Capt. Walker, 
is apparently the same as on previous 
visits. The Adula brought mail. The 
Spanish consul here has given up try- 
ing to search letters for contraband war 
despatches. A small Spanish gunboat 
maintained an officious watch upon the 
Adula during her stay at Cienfuegos.

Do Homage at the Tomb of La 
fayette to Enlist French 
Sympathy. 

Paris, May 110.— With a view to check 
the blatant pro-Spanish feeding here and 
enlist the sympathies of Frenchmen on 
this side of America a special effort was 
made by the American colony to do 
honor to the memory of Lafayette. A 
big gathering proceeded to his tomb 
W'Lich was decorated with wreaths and 
flf:gs of both nations. The United 
States ambassador, Gen, Horace Por 
tor, deposited the American wreaths, ii 
nn eloquent speech referring to Am- 
erica's debt to Lafayette and the un- 
breakable ties between the two people. 
He was warmly applauded. M. Bnrth- 
o'di followed in the same strain, but he 
said he deplored the fact that it had 
been revealed that there existed it new 
spirit among modem Americans which, 
lie added, "differed from the traditions 
of the founders of the republic." Con- 
tinuing, M. Barthohli said Frenchmen 
leaked to General Porter and Americans 
like him to "keep the United States 
faithful to the great principles of lib 
erty and justice which presided at. the 
birth of the republic." The military 
band present played the American and 
French anthems and all those who at- 
tended the ceremony defiled before the 
tomb.

SEEN IN MANY QUARTERS. 

Mysteriously Moving Warships Reported 
From Many Points— Another Ves- 
sel Runs the Blockade. 

St. JohnVNfld., May 28.— The tele- 
graph operator at Trepassy, shortly ar- 
te.- 7 o'clock this evening, wired as fol- 
lows: "Three strange vessels, apparent- 
ly warships, have been manoenyering off 
here since 5 o'clock. Two of them are 
large steamers, apparently cruisers, and 
the third is a smaller steamer much 
faster than the others, possibly a torpedo 
boat destroyer. The latter is within a 
couple of miles of shore, apparently 
keeping in neutral British waters. The 
others are two miles further off than 
the smaller craft. Crowds of people wit 
nessed the spectacle until the fog closed 
in, covering the ocean, but. the whistle* 
of the steamers are still heard m tit 
oiling." The magistrate at Trepassy tele 
graphed later that the steamers were 
plainly visible off there. The vessels 
were sighted first about five o'clock cross- 
ing the horizon in a westerly direction at 
a rapid rate of speed. They remained 
in sight until about 7 o'clock, when they 
ran into a fog bank and were lost to 
view." 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 28.— A des- 
patch from Port Antonio says the look- 
out on H.M.S. Indcfatighle at that port, 
reports seeing three vessels which he 
t hought were. Spanish ships several miles 
off the coast steaming in a westerly di- 
rection. This announcement lias caused 
Americans to feel concerned for the 
safety of the United States gunboat 
Eagle now in port. 

Port An Prince, May 28.— A despatch 
received here from Monte Cristo on the 
north coast of Santo Domingo, reports 
that a Spanish squadron lias been sight- 
ed near there. It is believed to be Ad- 
miral Cervera's fleet making its way to 
Porto Rico. This despatch, however, 
lacks confirmation. 

Madrid, May 20.— It was announced to- 
day in a despatch from Havana that the 
warships of the United States which 
have been blockading Santiago do Culm, 
disappeared yesterday off that port. It 
is added that their destination is un- 
known to the Spanish authorities. 

Advices received here to-day from 
Havana say that a big sailing ship from 
Barcelona having on board a cargo of 
provisions and arms, arrived yesterday 
at Neuvas, the northern port of the city 
of Puerto Principe, capital of the prov- 
ince of that name, after running the 
blockade. 

London, May 20.— It is semi-offlcially 
announced that reliable news regarding 
the whereabouts of the squadron of 
Spanish ships commanded by Admiral 
Ccrvera is not obtainable, but it is rum- 
ored the Spanish vessels left Santiago de 
Cuba yesterday. No official confirma- 
tion of this rumor can be had. 

Cape Haytien, May 20.— The utter ab- 
sence of news from Santiago de Cuba, 
which is connected with this place by 
cable, is causing more and more aston- 
ishment as days go by, and no messages 
are received in spite of the fact that the 
cable is in working order. 

The Cuban leader here is wagering 
that the war will not last longer than 
June 21st. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 20.— Commo- 
dore Henderson, commanding British 
naval station at Port Royal, was asked 
to-day if he hud, as reported, received in- 
formation that Admiral Ccrvera is not 
in the harbor of Santiago de Cuba. The 
Commodore wrote the following reply: 
"By the latest news Ccrvera is still in 
Santiago de Cuba."

FIGHTING POR POOD. 

Supplies Intended for Spanish Troops 
Carried Off by Raiding Insurg- 
ents. 

London, May 30. — A despatch to tin 
Standard from Key West says: Intel- 
ligence has been received here from 
Cuba that portion of t In-' army of Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, consisting of 300 cav- 
alry and 500 infantry, on Saturday 
daylight attacked, captured and held for 
two hours the town of Reincdios in the 
province' of Santa Clara. 'The Cubans 
were under command of Carillo, and the 
object of the attack was the capture of 
a supply of provisions sent three day 
before the Spanish troops, numbering :i 
000 men. Gen. Carillo, hearing of their 
arrival, sent to Gen. Gomez for rein 
forcemeats, and having received 100 in 
funtry and 20(1 cavalry, decided to at 
tack at dawn. His camp was formed on 
Friday night about three miles from Re- 
incdios; no fires permitted and all orders 
given by word of mouth instead of by 
bugle. At 3:35 a.m. on Saturday the 
troops formed for the attack, the caval- 
ry under Gen. Carillo being in front; 
tub infantry, under Col. Borra, consti- 
tuting the second line. They were al- 
most into the town before the sentries 
gave warning. The cavarly charged 
and practically decided the capture, and 
the infantry seized every scrap of food 
which was sent to Gomez, as well, a; 
304 Mauser rifles and 30,000 rounds of 
ammunition, under an escort of fifty 
cavalry and 100 infantry. 

The loss of the Cubans was four kill- 
ed and three wounded. The Spanish loss 
was 32 killed and 03 wounded. The 
Cuban troops had eaten nothing but 
"juita" for several weeks, and had no 
bread or coffee. Consequently they are 
revelling on canned beef, sardines, cof- 
fee and other dainties they captured. 
Two hours after the town was taken, the 
Spanish troops were reinforced, returned 
and recaptured Remedios, Five Cubans 
were killed or wounded in the second 
engagement: the Spanish loss is un- 
known.

Mole St. Nicholas, Hnyti, May 30.— The 
following dispatch has been received here 
from the correspondent of (he Associated 
Press with the American fleet olf Santiago 
de Cuba:

Schley and the (lying squadron have Hie 
Spanish fleet bottled up In the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba. By the most clever 
manoeuvring Hie commodore allowed the 
Spaniards to think he had left ill disgust. 
Tliey took the halt and ran Into the har- 
bor. Commodore Schley moved down this 
morning and at U o'clock, going in close 
lo (he harbor, saw the Cristobal Colon, the 
•Maria Teresa and two torpedo boats. It 
Is believed (he entire fleet are there. 

Commodore Schley has acted upou Ids 
own Information and judgment for the 
past six days. He sat, on the after tri- 
angle of the cruiser Brooklyn this morn- 
lug until after the discovery of the Span- 
ish Meet, ami then went to breakfast, sav- 
ing: "1 have got them and they will 
never get home." The United States 
auxiliary cruiser St. Paul arrived here ti ls 
morning and was sent to Mole St. Nicholas 
with despatches. She captured a coal ship, 
Which was . sent to Key West by Capaln 
Sigsbee In charge of a prize crew. The 
coul was undoubtedly Intended for the 
Spanish fleet. 

Key West, May lit).— Any doubt remain- 
ing as to the exact locution of Admiral 
Cervera's licet has been removed by re- 
ports brought in by naval seoutshlps and 
Cuba, and the problem remains for the 
commanders of the American fleet to de- 
molish the enemy, either by closing up 
the harbor or by forcing the long and nar- 
row passage and smashing the strong 
Spanish squadron at the anchorage Its 
commander has chosen. It has been the 
opinion of Hear Admiral Sampson that Ad- 
miral Ccrvera would seek either Santiago 
de Cuba or Cienfuegos as a naval refuge 
and base, and the movement of the two 
American squadrons proceeded upon this 
basis. 

Strong and effective as an- the Spanish 
ships, representing as (hey do (he (lower 
of (he Spanish navy, every argument of 
naval strategy was used to compel Ad- 
miral Cerveru either to seel: shelter In the 
close harbor of Santiago de Cuba or re- 
turn, to Spain, and he chose to make a 
stand ut Santiago. That be would court 
entertained by American naval officials, al- 
though his ships, without exception, have 
high qualities, owing to their great speed, 
for such contest. On the other hand, It 
was believed the Spanish admiral hail only 
one alternative and he adopted It by go- 
ing to Santiago de Cuba, where, it is pre- 
sumed, he has been nhle to coal, clean and 
repair and Is In a position to accept either 
the conditions Imposed by blockade or the 
Issue of a light in the Imier harbor after 
the American fleet has forced the passage. 
It Is thought the campaign against Ad- 
miral Ccrvera might now be ended by de- 
molishing the forts nt the entrance to the 
harbor of Santiago, blockading the chan- 
nel and Isolating the Spanish Meet until 
other problems of war are worked out. 
This, however, Is not in line with the 
American policy; the view of the situation 
taken by naval experts here Is that Ad- 
miral Ccrvera will have to accept a battle 
at once. It Is expected a hard blow will 
be struck within three or four days ami 
the result will be known to the world al 
large by that time. It has mil been dis- 
closed whether Commodore Schley Is to 
be reinforced, hut It would not be surpris- 
ing If.s e additional ships were sent to 

him.

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ADVENTURES ON TUE Tit A ID; 

A Newspaper Man Writes of the Ex- 
perences of Himself and His 
Party. 

Writing to u friend in this city from 
Luke Lindermnn, under date of May 17, 
Col. D. McGregor, tlii; veteran British 
Columbia newspnpcrmau, has the follow- 
ing to say of the adventures of himself 
and his party on their journey to the 
North: 

We left Dyea soon after breakfast and 
secured passage in a. heavy lumber wag- 
on to Canyon City, a collection of rough 
shucks and tents, with saloons, hotels, 
bunk houses, restaurants and out litters 
predominating. Here we remained for 
dinner and had it fairly good meal for 
forty cents each. We then proceeded 
on our journey on foot over a rough 
mountain trail to Sheep Camp, a mush- 
room city and rather dirty, containing 
at date about 2,500 people. We took 
lodgings here in the principal hotel for 
the night, paying at the rale of .$1! per 
day. Next morning we started, four 
in company, on the more perilous part of 
the journey— the ascent of the far-lam- 
ed Chilcoot Pass — and succeeded in 
reaching the Summit safely, making the 
climb in three hours. On our way up 
we met several parties fatigued and dis- 
heartened, returning to their homes in 
more congenial climes. Among the lat- 
ter named was a man from California, 
good looking and seemingly in the prime 
Of life. 

"Before leaving home," he said. "I 
thought I was equal to the (ask, but on 
leaching part, way up to the Summit 1 
concluded 1 had enough of it and now 
1 bid the Yukon farewell." 

The climate here is inclement and 
changeful. Extremes come suddenly, es- 
pecially on Hearing the Summit. The 
greater danger seems to be exposure to 
those sudden changes when men are fa- 
tigued as they almost invariably are at 
this particular stage of the tramp. The 
scenery may be termed "wild and ro- 
mantic" but nevertheless it is a bleak 
and most inhospitable region. The pre- 
vailing feature of the weather is a blind- 
ing snow storm. No vegitation is to be 
seen for miles around — nothing but moun- 
tains of scraggy rock, covered with per- 
petual snows. Wood tor fuel is selling 
here for five cents per pound; coal at 
%l2~t per ton and meals at one dollar. 
One of our party remained here all night 
to attend to freighting our outfits down 
to the lakes. He paid one dollar for 
sleeping quarters in a tent with no lire 
and only a poor apology for a blanket 
to protect him from cold. 

We are now camped on Lake Linder- 
mnn awaiting the opening of of naviga- 
tion. There are about 3.000 people here 
on their way to the gold fields. Some 
have been here for seveial months, some 
have come late and some are coming in 
every day. Those who had no boats 
shipped from the outside over the passes 
are busily engaged sawing lumber for 
that purpose and building their boats 
here. There are about 5,000 people at 
Lake Bennett, at. the junction of the 
Chilcoot and Skagn'iiy trails also wait- 
ing for the opening of navigation. All 
communication from the interior is now 
cut off owing to the dangerous condition 
of the trails and the ice on the lakes. 
It is expected that in about ten days the 
lakes will be clear of ice, the the Klon- 
dike fleet will set sail. It is estimated 
that there are about, 10,000 people camp- 
ed at the hikes— Lindermnn and Bennett. 
The large proportionate number of wo- 
men among those making their way to 
the golden north, probably has no prece- 
dent, in the history of mining stampedes. 
The trail over the Chilcoot is reported 
bad undo the Skagwa.v or White Pass 
Raid to be the best in winter is now 
scarcely passable. 

The bodies of three of the victims of 
the Chilcoot disaster were recovered to- 
day. They were found buried under two 
feet of. snow at. the entrance of the 
Summit trail known as the Peterson 
Pass. The bodies have not vet been 
identified. Willi the exception of some 
deaths caused from over exertion and 
exposure, there is little or no sickness 
in camp. The remains of a man named 
William Kent were borne to their last 
resting place to-day. The deceased came 
here in April last from Aberdeen, Wash. 
AVhile freighting his outfit over the 
mountain trail he contracted cold of 
which he died. lie was buried with Ala- 
sonic honors; Iter. .Mr. Lyon, Euglish 
church missionary, officiated. A large 
number of the Klondike pilgrims, includ- 
ing several ladies, followed the remains 
to the grave, lie was buried on Can von 
Point. 



SB A FIGHT UN PAPER; 

Details of Imaginary Conflict In Which 
Glory Hested With the Spanish 
Squadron. 

Madrid, May 20;— 111 Progresso publishes 
dispatches purporting to come from Paris, 
giving details of an alleged battle near 
Jamaica, In which. It Is said, two Amort 
can warships were destroyed anil one Kpan- 
■sh warship Injured. Although the nccouunt 
Is very circumstantial as to time, place, In 
Cldents and results, H Is received here with 
suspicion.- The story Is that Commodore 
Schley's squadron parted from Admiral 
Sampson oil' (Jape Mnysl, the eastern point 
of Culm, and steered toward the Yucatan 
passage, followed closely by .Sampson's 
ships. Both were sighted from the watch 
towers of Santiago de Cuba, Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson arrived off the province of 
Puerto Principe, continuing thence In the 
direction of Jamaica. Admiral Cervera left 
Santiago do Cuba Thursday, May 'J(i, at 
midnight, all his lights being extinguished, 
with the Vizeuyn and the Almirtuite Oquen- 
do, preceded by the torpedo beat destroyer 
KuiTor. lb- took 1 1 ■ > a position in proxim- 
ity to Jamaica. Two hours later the re- 
mainder of Admiral Cervera'B squadron 
withdrew from the harbor of Santiago and 
proceeded la a southerly direction. 

On the morning of Friday the Furror 
came up rapidly to the Vl/.caya and the 
Aimiruntc Oqliendo, advising Admiral Cer- 
vera of the approach of the enemy. Hear 
Admiral Sampson's fleet steamed at full 
speed toward the Spanish vessels, which 
accepted the combat, hut moved in a south- 
erly direct Ion to effect a juncture with the 
remainder of the Spanish squadron. Pres- 
ently the batt tie , raged furiously on both 
sides. The Americans detached three 
cruisers and three smaller ships to sur- 
round the Vizcnyu and the Alinlrante 
Oqueudb. The Furror, between the cross 
lire of the enemy, made for the American 
llagsblp, notwithstanding the lire of the 
heavy guns. The outcome of the contest 
was that live American warships were sunk 
and one Spanish warship disabled In it: 
steering gear. The remaining vessels a) 
the American squadron were so much dam 
aged that they were compelled to take 
refuge in llayllan waters. It Is reported 
that the Cristobal Colon captured one 
American ship .which had been disabled 
by a shell from the Vizcnyn perforating her 
side. The Vizcnya risked destruction from 
an American destrover. 

It Is believed that after the combat the 
Spaniards sailed for Havana, or. if the 
condition of the vessels or the presence 
of a superior force of the enemy required, 
took refuge at Cardenas or Malanzas. 

The publication of this dispatch from 
Paris caused an excited discussion of the' 
conflicting reports from various sources, 
which completely absorbed all sections of 
the press and all circles of the public In 
Madrid. Speaking to-day of yesterday's 
rumor of the defeat of the Americans and 
death of Hear Admiral Sampson, Captain 
Aimon, the minister id' marine, without 
crediting it in the absence of official con- 
firmation remarked that the event was 
nearly within the limits of possibilities. It 
is hoped that the result of to-day's cab- 
inet council will disclose information con- 
firming or denying the report. 

Washington. May 20.— Officials of the 
navy department not only utterly discredit 
the reported naval engagement on Friday, 
but declare with the utmost posltiveucRB 
that it did not occur. Advices from Ad- 
miral Sampson and Commodore Schley 
clearly show that the statements con- 
tained in the Madrid story are without 
the slightest foundation in fact. Secretary 
bong was shown a copy of the dispatch to- 
night. After rending It carefully, he said: 
"It is an Interesting story, but It entirely 
lacks the element of truth. Yon will notice 
that it Is regarded with suspicion even In 
.Madrid. It comes to us' from Paris, where 
it was received from some unnamed place 
after being filtered through the Spanish 
capital. No. there is absolutely no truth 
in It."

All acquainted 
with Miss McN'llTe's voice expected a treat 
ill the next Item on the programme, but 
she was only heard In the first few lines 
ol Faure's "Crucifix,'' when her voice 
failed. She had a severe cold and in at- 
tempting to sing at all displayed excep- 
tional courage. Mr. Burnett then gave his 
bright and bewitching "Gavotte," which he 
has named after the Queen City, the com- 
position being fall of brilliant staccato pas- 
sages. The well known song, "The Better 
Land," was effectively sung by Mr. Pill- 
ing, whose voice faithfully Interpreted II. 
In the festival anthem, "All Thy Works." 
the choir of St. Andrew's added much to 
their reputation, the unison and choral 
parts of the selection being Inspiring In 
their dignity and power. In this number 
Miss M. Murray gave a very suecesssful 
solo, which was followed by the choir unac- 
companied. Concluding the programme 
was a brilliant festal march, after which 
the audience In unison sang two verses of 
the national anthem.

The extent of the 
telegraph business of Japan might he In- 
ferred, said the lecturer, from the fact 
that the number of messages sent ill a 
year exceeds liU'.'JeO.ooO, while the traffic 
with foreign countries readies 150,000 
messages. The telephone business is grow- 
ing very rapidly In Japan, lint lias until 
recently been very seriously handicapped 
bv inafdlltv io soenre „vs£!i 'iinients the de- 
in. in,! ha- far e\.;ejggM|> suppply.

Nearly 
all the larger cities and towns, the lecturer 
said, were now supppllcd with electric 
lighting systems, both are and Incandes- 
cent. In Toklo alone there arc more than 
50,000 lights. 

The tendency which has recently become 
so marked toward the use of water power 
In generating plants is manifest in Japan. 
Two plants are now umler construction, 
which will develop about :il),0<lfl horse- 
power, and the generators will he 10 or 50 
miles away from (he city of Toklo, where 
till' current will be used.- For some reason, 
not explained by the lecturer, electric 
street railways have been very backward In 
Japan, and there were but two in the 
whole of Toklo, which covers more Hum 
loo squanre miles of territory and has a 
population of 1,500,000. Recently thirty 
companies have arranged lo take out char- 
ters, lint only two of them were licensed 
to do business by the government. These 
two. however, when their lines are com- 
pleted iii two years or less, will add an 
aggregate of 400 miles lo the existing lines. 
The government Is Inclined to disbar over- 
head trolleys, mid an official commission Is 
now investigating the question, with a view 
to advising Until action. 

r l*lie Tacoma Lodger states that the 
Alaska Traffic Association, lately or- 
ganized to keep firm the Yukon transpor- 
tation rates, is going to pieces and that 
several large companies, which formed n 
part of it, have ceased to take tiny prac- 
tical interest, in its working. The reason 
of this, the Ledger says, is not difficult 
to see, us transportation steamers are of- 
fering transportation to Dawson via St. 
Michael's as low as $125 and the effort 
of the association was to keep the rate 
at; $300. In all probability the com- 
panies operating large steamers which 
have withdrawn from the- association, 
will be forced to cut the rates according- 
ly to secure patronage.

WHAT WOULD THEY HAY 10 
DONE? ' 



Tito provincial opposition have a habit 
of alleging that tile government has hail 
no policy. We shall take more than- one 
occasion during the present campaign to 
.show the tiollowucss of this claim, but 
for the present let us consider how the 
opposition stand in this particular. 

It is said, and with some show of 
plausibility, that the opposition are not 
bound to disclose their policy and that 
they discharge their duties if they criti- 
cize ami expose the weak points of the 
government's measures. But this is not 
true in point of fact. It may be suffici- 
ent iu debating school politics, but the 
jpeoplc expect somthing more from men 
who aspire to be tit the head of affairs. 
They have a right to know not only 
what the opposition object to, but wn.it 
they would favor as an alternative line 
of action. For example, it; is conceded 
on all hands that large expenditures on 
public works have been and are neces- 
sary in Ibis province. The opposition 
admit this quite as freely as the govern,: 
meat supporters. The government be- 
lieved that the proper way in which to 
?;et the requisite money was to borrow 
it. Do the opposition lake issue with 
this? If .we remember aright, more than 
one member of the opposition in the 
house lias staled in his place that it was 
necessary to borrow money for public 
works, and there has been no disclaimer 
of this line of policy in the shape of ti 
resolution 'condemning it. There lias 
been a criticism, notably from Mr. 
:S\vord, of the manner la which the loans 
were tloated, In which respect the mem- 
ber from Dewdney is on one side ami 
till the best financial experts at' the Lou- 
don market upon the oilier. But in no 
:single instance lias any member of the 
.opposition challenged (he wisdom of con- 
tracting a loan for public works. The 
opposition must be content, to be re- 
garded either as approving of the policy 

■ of borrowing money for public works, 
or of favoring large expenditures on 
•public works, without having any plan 
111 mind whereby the money could be 
raised. If they admit, that the money 
should have been borrowed, they are 
estopped from alleging as a reason for 
a change of government that the provin- 
cial debt has been increased. If they 
say that they do not. know how the 
money, which they admit had to be pro- 
cured, could be obtained, they stand con- 
fessed of incompetency, for surely to ad- 
mit that public works are necessary and 
not to have formed any plan whereby 
the money could be got to pay for them, 
is a confession of incapacity to appre- 
ciate the responsibility of government. 

'The opposition can select either horn of 
the dilemma which they find the more 

■ comfortable. 

The necessity for railway construction 
■in order to open the province to business 
and settlement is admitted by every one. 
"ilie government has made a courageous 
and successful effort to meet it. Neces- 
sarily this involved incurring heavy fi- 
nancial responsibilities. You can't aid 
railways with wind. Something must be 
given that can be converted into cash, 
either directly or indirectly. If there is 
any other way of aiding railways, we are 
sure that the people of Uritish Columbia 
would like to know what it is. We are 
sure Unit if any person is prepared to 
point out bow a province can stimulate 
railway building without giving land 
subsidies, cash subsidies or offering its 
.guarantee for money borrowed, not only 
the government of British Columbia but 
the government ot! every other province 
and that of the Dominion will be re- 
joiced to know what it is. The opposi- 
tion found fault with the hind grants; 
they found fault, with the guarantees; 
they found fault with the cash subsi- 
dies. Having objected to tin' only 
three known plans of extending aid, is it, 
not reasonable to ask them bow they 
would have met the demand of the prov- 
ince Cor railways'.' There is nothing on 
record to show what, they would have 
done. They must, therefore be content 
to choose between being held either to 
he opposed to railway construction alto- 
gether, or to be incapable of devising a 
plan to meet what oven they cannot de- 
ny has been the demand of the whole 
province. 

Every plan to secure railway construc- 
tion, with possibly one exception, was op- 

jposed by the opposition, No other railway 
which the government was disposed to 
favor meL with opposition approval. 
This being the case, the people have a 
light to know if there is any suggested 

.railway which the opposition does favor, 
where it starts from, whore it ends and 
how they propose to secure its construe; 
t ton. To ask, as the opposition do, that 
they should be given the reins of gov- 
ernment, without their disclosing even 
a suggestion of how they would deal 
with the railway problem, is a little the 

-coolest proposition that can be imagined. 



the manner in which public works have 
been carried on, objecting in the most 
strenuous fashion to the large outlay 
for this service. Yet they have not 
told the electors what they would have 
done or what they would have left un- 
done. They challenged n vote upon 110 
specific item. They advocated no prin- 
ciple of expenditure to which the gov- 
ernment objected. It is true that mem- 
bers of the opposition, like all the gov- 
ernment supporters, asked for expendi- 
tures, which the government did not see 
its way clear to make; but no principle 
is involved in this and the opposition 
are entitled to the credit of making uo 
complaint on account of it. Year after 
year has passed and the public service 
has been carried on regularly and effici- 
ently, so efficiently .-that there have been 
substantially no specific complaints of 
failure to meet the wants of every part 
of the province so far as the funds at 
the disposal of the government would 
permit. Is it not pretty nearly time that 
the opposition took the public into their 
confidence sufficiently to indicate some- 
thing which the government has done 
in the matter of administration, which 
they would not have done or something 
which the government has omitted to do 
which they would have done? Surely 
when a combination of gentlemen ask 
an electorate to entrust the manage- 
ment of the affairs of a province in their 
hands, it is not unreasonable to call 
upon them to give some hint of what 
might be expected of t'neni, if their re- 
quest should be complied with. It is 
proverbially bad policy to buy a pig in 
a bag, and it would be just as unwise 
for an electorate to give itself into the 
hands of a party, of whose views on 
every subject of practical politics it 
knows nothing and of .whose probable 
policy no one Clin form even a plausible 
guess. 



THE ATTACK OX MR. TUBNEIt. 

To Mr. Bostock's paper, the Province, 
belongs the discredit, of making the most 
infamous attack upon Mr. Turner that 
has yet found its way into public print. 
It alleges that the government of which 
he is the leader is the servile tool of 
every corporation. This is wholly with- 
out warrant, but ill the paucity of their 
arguments, the opposition press may be 
excused if it indulgiS in lying invective. 
It is a scandalous assertion to employ; 
but when we relied bow the opposition 
press throws out broadcast. nil 
manner of villainous charges, we are not 
surprised at seeing this one in the Prov- 
ince. Allegations of such a nature sim- 
ply prove the character of the source from 
which they emanate. As from the pres- 
ence of a stream of tilth one may logical- 
ly argue the existence Of a sewer, so 
from the publication of such base 
charges as' this against a ministry we 
may infer with certainty the existence 
of a polluted mind from which they ori- 
ginate. Dei-cut. men must stand aghast 
at the ignoble conception of public duty 
and the character of public men enter- 
tained by such persons, as, those who are 
responsible for the above utterance of 
the Province and others of the same 
class, which have appeared in it anil oth- 
er opposition papers. They disclose so 
corrupt, a conception of public life Unit 
they serve, like a. yellow Hag al quar- 
antine, to warn the public from coining 
iu contact wilh the pollution, whose pres- 
ence they indicate. 

But it is not. the expression to which 
reference is made above that entitles the 
Province to the infamy of being facile 
princcps in cowardly and disgraceful at- 
tack. It has the baseness to allege that 
Mr. Turner has "besmirched his Indivi- 
dual reputation." and also to seek to 
create the impression that, he is break- 
ing down under the pressure upon him. 
It. goes so far as to express a doubt as 
to his being physically fit to stand the 
strain of public life. Does Mr. Kos- 
tock propose to conduct politics upon this 
line, or is this a new departure for 
which Mr. Joseph Martin, late of Win- 
nipeg, is to be held responsible? Prim- 
arily the country will look to Mr. Bo.s- 
tock Us accountable' for this brutality, 
and the Colonist asks him how he dare 
permit his newspaper to allege that Mr, 
Turner has besmirched his individual 
reputation. As for the falsehood about 
Mr. Turner's health, which we are glad 
to say never was better, does Air. BojS- 
tock wish hereafter to see political cam- 
paigns conducted upon lines that permit 
of such references to gentlemen? In 
short has Mr. Bostock entered upon 
daily journalism in British Columbia for 
the purpose of vomiting gross personal 
abuse upon gentlemen whose friendship 
he has sought, and would feel honored by- 
en joying? 

A political campaign will necessarily 
be more or less bitter; but it. ought to be 
possible- for opponents to act as though 
they are gentlemen, even if they are 
cads. The people of British Columbia 
will insist that its public men shall be 
gentlemen, ostensibly at least, and if 
Mr. Bostock thinks he can Qy in the face 
of public opinion by supporting a news- 
paper that defames and decries personal- 
ly those with whom he is in political an- 
tagonism, it is just as well that the 
people should know it. It may suit Mr. 
linstock's purpose to sow the wind now, 
but he must not complain if by anil bye 
h • is called upon to reap the whirlwind. 

It. is right that the people of British 
Columbia should understand the situa- 
tion. Mr. Bostock has seen fit to employ 
his money in starting a daily paper. 
This he had a perfect right to do. He 
has seen lit to place his paper in antagon- 
ism to the provincial government. This 
he had a perfect right to do. He has seen 
lit. to take the position in that paper that 
neither the government nor the opposi- 
tion is worthy of public confidence, but 
that the destiny of the province must bo 
entrusted to a gentleman, who has had 
no experience iu our public life. 
Against Ibis there is no objection, ex- 
cept upon the ground of common sense. 
Bui he has no business to consummate 



ont in administration of the government. 
This hist performance gives character to 
Mr, Bostock's whole scheme, anil shows 
bis paltry conception of politics and 
journalism, the views which he 
desires to convey to the peo- 
ple of Canada and the plan upon which 
he thinks a political campaign should 
be conducted. We shall not attempt to 
characterize conduct which finds expres- 
sion in the establishment of a newspaper 
for the purpose of defaming and decrying 
the public men on both sides of polities, 
who have hitherto been to the front in 
British Columbia, and foisting upon, the 
people a stranger, backing up his can- 
didature with low, personal abuse. It 
is not necessary to characterize it, for 
the people of British Columbia have sulll- 
cient native-born instincts of decency to 
stamp such cuddishuess with their in- 
delible displeasure. 

THE SEPAltATIOXISTS. 

It is noteworthy that the newspaper 
which has been chiefly, we may say sole- 
ly, instrumental iu booming Mr. Joseph 
Martin for the leadership of a new 
party, is also the leader of an attempted 
scparntionist movement. It seems not 
unreasonable, therefore, to suppose 
that if the plans to which Mr. Bostock 
has committed himself in his paper prove 
successful, and the "independents," as 
Hey call themselves, get into power, one 
of the planks of the party will be the 
separation of Vancouver Island from the 
Mainland, and the erection of two prov- 
inces out of British Columbia. So fai- 
ns can be judged from anything that has 
appeared iu the Province, this is the Bos- 
tock-Martin programme. Political suc- 
cess must be much wanted, if the new 
"independent" clique are willing to pur- 
chase it at such a price. There is more 
in this than appears on the surface. Mr. 
Bostock would not have directed his 
newspaper to sound public opinion anon 
the question of separation, if he did not 
intend to follow it up by action of some 
kind. He came originally to Victoria 
and established his business here, built 
himself a residence and generally cans 
ed it to be understood that he was a citi 
zen of Victoria. Later la; managed ti 
secure his election for a Mainland con 
stituency and since then he has been 
gradually withdrawing his interests from 
Victoria. On the eve of a provincial 
election, he causes the public pulse 'to 
be felt upon the advisability of cutting 
the Island away from the Mainland. At 
the same time, he instructs Ids paper 
to advocate the selection of a new poli- 
tical leader and the formation of a new 
political party in provincial politics. He 
cuts himself adrift, f rom tlie old political 
parties, which brought about the union 
of the Island and the Mainland, declar- 
ing neither of them worthy of confidence. 

The Colonist protests that the people of 
British Columbia lire not, ready for this 
policy of separation, and that, they will 
have nothing to do with the men w ho 
have inaugurated it. If this is not ike 
inwardness of the independent move- 
ment, then its newspaper champion has 
been singularly unfortunate in its tactics, 
and Mr. Bostock will have a heavy con- 
tract on his hands to remove the im- 
pression which it has created. The 
course to which he has given his sanction, 
and in behalf of which he is contributing 
freely from his purse, will bear no other 
interpretation than that he proposes lo 
create, if he can, a political satrapy for 
himself upon the Mainland, where be 
will rule without, interference from the 
people of Vancouver Island. It is just as 
well that this thing should be thoroughly 
understood, so that the separa tionists 
may be buried out of sight at the forth- 
coming election.

News of the arirval at Skagway on 
Tuesday last: of Patrick Galvin, the 
Klondike millionaire, with three com 
panions, after a hard trip, was received 
on the Athenian Sunday. The particu- 
lars of the trip are contained in the fol- 
lowing letter from Mr. J. D. Barry, the 
special correspondent at Skagway of tin 
San Francisco Chronicle, which was al 
so received ou the Athenian. 

Skagway, May 2-1. — Attired in tatters 
and with toes protruding through his 
muc-lucs, Patrick Galvin, a Yukon mil- 
lionaire, walked into Dyea late this af- 
ternoon. With him were E. D. Hid 
man, Charles W. II. Schuiz and Louis 
Mazade. Calvin and Hickman left Daw- 
son on May 1 with a train of live dogs, 
intending to make tlu; head of Lynn 
Canal over what remained of the win- 
ter trail. They were woefully deceived 
in this place and as a consequence came 
near starving to death, having been lost 
for over six days in a wilderness of 
snow. Calvin was desirous of reaching 
a telegraph wire as early as possible in 
order to close a big mining deal into 
which he entered while in London last 
winter. Navigation to St. Mihe.'K'f s had 
not yet opened, so he engaged Hickman 
to drive his dogs, and set out ov'er the 
ice. On the way up these two overtook 
Mazade and Schuiz below the month of 
Polly river. A short distance beyond 
ibis point the party got afloat on an ice 
lioe and were able to gain the shore 
only after undergoing a thorough duck- 
ing. The <logs and most of the outfits 
were then left behind, as the ice was no 
longer available for travel. The shore 
trail continued to grow worse until Lit- 
tle Salmon river was reached and there 
it. became totally impassible. Galvin 
then hired two Tagish Indians to guide 
the party over a mountain which inter- 
venes between Little Dal ton and the 
foot, of Luke Lebarge, where the main 
river takes a long curve. The Indians 
said the distance could he covered in 
less than two days and claimed to be 
familiar with a trail which traversed it. 
They offered their services for $250, the 
money to he given them in advance. The 
sum was paid by Galvin, but on the first 
night in camp the two Tagisbes deserted, 
leaving the white men alone in a ter- 
ritory witli which they were entirely 
unacquainted. There was no trail vis- 
ible then, nevertheless the party kept on 
in the direction they thought ought lo 
lead them to Lake Lebarge. Soon they 
missed their way, and having brought 
but. a scanty supply, their provisions 
grew short. Their clothing and shoes 
rapidly assumed the character of junk, 
owing to the nature of tin? ground over 
which their wanderings led them, and 
as they kept on the move most of the 
time they suffered from want of sleep as 
well as food. When they finally reached 
the river bank below Lebarge they had. 
been nearly twelve hours without tast- 
ing food. 

"It was the worst trip any white 
man ever made from Dawson to the 
lakes," said Patrick Galvin this evening. 
"We were seven days getting over the 
ground and for five days our provisions 
were stinted to a small pancake a day 
for each man. My shoes were worn 
through so badly that there are- still raw 
hides in the soles of my feet, and my 
clothes were not fit for a scarecrow. 
The muc-lucs I have- on now were given 
me by a Canadian policeman. I told 
Major Walsh about our Indian guides 
and he sent some of his men out to ar- 
rest them." 

Calvin says the river is now entirely 
open from the foot of Lebarge to Daw- 
son. He passed 1570 boats at various 
points, all making rapid headway and 
carrying at least 1,500 people. Forty 
boats had come out at the mouth of the 
Hootalinqua river, bearing prospectors 
who had succeeded in making their way 
from Wrangel over the Stikine river 
trail. On the lakes from Bennett down, 
canoes and skin's were being poled along 
the open water inshore, hooks and poles 
being used to clear a yassage through 
any impeding ice. 

The question of "Swiftwater Bill" 
Gates' fate is definitely settled by mil- 
lionaire Galvin. "Swiftwater" and his 
party, all intact, are probably in Daw- 
son -by this time. On May IS Calvin chat- 
ted with Gates at the hitter's camp on 
the shore of Lake Lebarge. Gates, Dr. 
Wolfe, Nellie La more and a second wo- 
man of the party went, through the ice 
on Lake Lebarge on the day they were 
reported to have been drowned, but were 
rescued by S. J. Sims, of Portland, mi l 
a Texas cowboy, who used a tow-rope as 
a lariat. From "lis incident grew the 
circuinstatlal story of their loss. 

No information could be obtained from 
Calvin concerning his own mining 'af- 
fairs. He owns rich claims on Bononzn, 
Eldorado and Hunker creeks, but is said 
to have sold four-fifths of bis interests 
to London capitalists. A member of his 
parly said that while in Dawson Calvin 
had bought out his various partners in 
the interest of the Londoners. It was 
for this purpose and to get the title 
deeds to the different claims that he 
went to Dawson less than six weeks ago. 
Ho started from Lake Bennett on April 
1, making the trip from Skagway to 
Dawson in seventeen days and three 
hours, the fastest time recorded. In a 
general way Galvin says all the known 
gold-bearing creeks tributary to tin? Yu- 
kon will surpass expectations in the re- 
sult of the spring eloan-up, but. he de- 
clines to estimate the value of the total 
shipment. Louis Mazade estimates that 
El Dorado and Bonanza creeks will turn 
out $151000,000, and he' gives $10,000,- 
000 as the total for the remainder of the 
Yukon territory. Mazade says that just 
before he left Dawson Galvin had paid 



.ft, 000 per toot for territory in Dawson 
on which he- h* erecting a store building 
Calvin is mlso establishing stores at 
other points along the river. Rich got' 
discoveries have recently been made in 
Dawson City itself, according to Maz- 
ade, but the Canadian gold commission 
or will not, allow the claims to be work 
ed. lie has also stopped prospect in, 
within the town limits, making the ruling 
that a townsite cannot, be regarded as 
mineral territory.. A man named Thomp 
son found $1.50 to the pan at a dcpll 
of eight feet in the rear of Jame 
Carey's saloon, situated in the centre of 
tlie town, but is not allowed to work it 
He has taken an appeal to the govern 
ment at. Ottawa from the dicision of tin 
gold commissioner. Another recent rul- 
ing of the gold commissioner is that 
claims will not be recorded on any creek 
here gold in paying quantities lias not 
been found. This is a blow at wild-cat 
mining. No new discoveries have been 
made on Monte Cristo island. Ove: 
500 claims are recorded on Swede creek 
which is making an excellent showing as 
depth is gained Food and employment 
are abundant, in and about Dawson. It 
is Patrick Calvin's belief that the mines 
and incidental industries will afford 
work this winter to from ,'!0,000 to 40. 
000 men. The venturous millionaire is 
on his way to San Francisco. He has 
a steamship building there now for the 
trade between St. Michael's and Daw- 
son. The contract for it is held by the 
California Machine company, and the 
terms call for a vessel of light draught, 
with a speed capacity of fifteen knots 
an hour. Calvin's companions credit 
him with having interested nearly $"..- 
000,000 of British capital in mining and 
trading in the Yukon country.

Rev. J. F. Betts on Sunday last preach- 
ed bis farewell sermons at the Centen- 
nial Methodist; church, he having been 
transferred to New Westminster, to be 
succeeded bv Rev. Mr. Barraclough, 
formerly of Chllliwack. In the morning 
Rev. Mr. Betts preached on the plebis- 
cite, urging all to go to the voting booths 
ou the day the ballot was taken. It was 
an opportunity he said that had never 
before been presented in Canada. 

It was in the evening that Mr. Betts 
preached his farewell sermon speaking 
at some length on the changes that had 
taken place since be entered upon the 
pastorate. Many difficulties bad been 
overcome and a most satisfactory finan- 
cial condition had been reached, although 
passing through hard times the congre- 
gation had completely wiped out. the 
Floating debt and bail besides paid a 
thousand dollars off the mortgage.

Fleet— Riddled with Shut and Bt'nt 
Drifting.

MILITIA REFRESHMENTS. 

To the Editor:— While it may be con- 
trary to* mititury etiquette for a mem- 
ber of the militia to writ" to the press 
concerning this matter, yet I presume 
an outsider may be allowed lo .ink! a 
few comments on the rather acrimoni- 
ous correspondence now going on be- 
tween Col. Gregory and the celebration 
coiiiinitee. and the very extraordinary 
stand taken by the former. 

I may remark that, in what I am about 
to write, I am guided partly by matters 
which came under my own observation 
and partly by information given me by 
members of the regiment who are 
thoroughly disgusted at the state of af- 
fairs to which a climax wns put by the 
inexcusable blunder (il' not intentional 
neglect i of last Wednesday. 

The affair of last. Wednesday appears 
to be regarded by the men of tin? regi- 
ment as the culminating point of a 
most extraordinary course of action pur- 
sued by Col. Gregory for at least fifteen 
months past. To some extent. I can veri- 
fy this by my own observation, as fol- 
lows: 

On Good Friday of 1S07 (last year) it 
sham fight wns given at Miieaulay 
point. The men fell in at Ihe drill shed at 
II a.m., inarched out to the point and 
fought in the open and in the forest till 
late in the afternoon, finally reaching 
the drill shed at about (!:.'!() p.m. The 
only refreshments the men had were 
coffee, crackers and cheese and water at 
noon. The day, as most will remember, 
was very hot and dusty. 

■Well, on reaching the drill shed at 
0:30 p.m. the companies were formed 
up. and Col. Gregory treated them to — 
a short speech. He remarked, that we,l- 
nioaning officer, that lie thanked the men 
for their splendid turnout; lie was very 
glad to see thai most of the men had 
got their hair cut; and the behaviour id' 
Ihe force had been excellent. Further- 
more, he wished to sny Unit, as certain 
men had made hogs of themselves (this 
was his graceful English) on previous 
occasions, no beer would be served out, 
but Ihe men would stand at attention 
mid apples would be served out. The 
ollicers then retired to their special den, 
ami the distribution of the colic-genera I - 
illg fruit was superintended by the 
sergeants, assisted by a small youth, 
who lugged a. box of American apples. 
1 was in the gallery at the -lime, and 
was watching the scene, which would 
have been comical had it not been so 
unmilitnry. All went well until the 
last company was reached. The coior- 
ccrgeant of this, however, though a tem- 
pera nee man, I believe, was so moved 
by his indignation at the childish indig- 
nity put upon the men by their polite 
(and, shall we say, political'.'! command- 
er, that he lifted his foot and planted 
a swift kick upon that part of the apple- 
bearing Ganymede which nature has 
provided for such attacks. The effect 
was instantaneous and startling. The 
modern representative of Satan fell up- 
on ids' face, the box containing the ap- 
ples wherewith he tempted the men -vas 
overturned, and the apples themselves, 
the imported product of a "tariff for 
revenue only" policy, scattered over the 
Moor like a charge of bribery fired into a 
Canadian legislature. At. least half of 
Hie company then broke from the ranks, 
and the elevating spectacle of some thirty 
persons in Her Majesty's uniform grov-" 
oiling on thed nsty floor for a few green 
apples was presented to the astonished 
spectators. 

The combined ridicule and blame over 
this incident so affected the commanding 
Officer that he has not offered the men 
any vegetables since; and I am credibly 
informed thai the first part of the Rook 
of Genesis has been cut out of his fam 
il V bible. 

On the occasion of the opening of the 
new parliament, buildings, no refresh 
melit of any kind was provided for the 
Vancouver contingent, although I am in- 
formed that the members of the Island 
battalion were assured by their ollicers 
that the liquid refreshment for their 
guests would be forthcoming. Tin 
blame for this breach of faith and eour 
tesy is placed upon Col. Gregory, an- 
other local officer, and a very promin- 
ent member of the Lieutenant-Gover 
nor's stall'. 

Two or three minor grievances, all 
tending in the same direction, have oe 
curred; but the climax appears lo havi 
been reached last Wednesday. The heal 
of (hat. day was phenomenal for tin 
time of year, yet, on the l ien returning 
to the drill hall, no drink, sofl or hard, 
saintly, or sinful, tough or lender, could 
be found IOven the apples were absent. 
Vet the conduct of the force had been 
most satisfactory, and nearly all the men 
hud had their hair cut. . 

I am informed that four justly indig 
mint men formed themselves into a de 
putation and wen! up to the ollicers' 
room to ask, like John Chinaman, 
"Wlmt for, what for'.'" On opening the 
door, lo and behold, there were the of- 
ficers, seated round the table, on the 
table siphons or sodawaler and decant- 
ers of good whiskey and cigars, while 
down in the body of the hall the men 
whose comfort, should have been Heir 
first thought, were packed ten deep round 
tin' water tank, with only one tin panni- 
kin to drink out of. 

I do not. believe that such an occur- 
rence could have taken place in any 
other regiment in broad Canada. It is 
perfectly useless for Col. Gregory to at- 
tempt to lay the blame on the celebra- 
tion committee. His duty was plain and 
clear, namely, to see to his men's com- 
fort himself, and take it nut of the com- 
mittee's hide afterwards. Playing to 
the sympathy of temperance advocates 
afterwards may be all very right; we 
none of us wish to see our hoys drunk; 
but: there is such a thing as being In- 
temperately righteous," and Col. Greg- 
ory, as suiting his actions to the pre- 
judices of a certain class, has been very 
Intemperate indeed.

A BY-LAW. 



<To 'Enable the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to Ralso the Sum of :j;1D,0U0 
for Water Works Purposes. 

Whereas a petition signed by the owners 
of more than one-tenth of the value of the 
real .property in the Municipality of the 
said City of Victoria (its shown by the last 
Assessment Roll) has been presented to the 
Municipal Council requesting them to Intro- 
duce u by-luw for raisins a sum of money 
not exceeding Slo.UDU for the purpose of 
completing and rendering effectually opera- 
tive the said water works of the salt] City 
of Victoria. 

And whereas the estimated cost of com- 
pleting the said water works Is $15,000 
which sum it is proposed to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of the said city us 
hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
?:i,4ID to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the debt Intended to he hereby 
created and the Interest thereon. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
ratable land and Improvements or real 
property of the said Corporation of the City 
of Victoria according to the lust revised 
Assessment Itoll Is $10,80-1,835. 

And whereas It will require an annual 
rate of 21-100ths of a mill In the dollar for 
the payment of the Interest and creating 
an equal yearly sinking fund fur paying 
the principal of the said intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal Clauses Act. 

And whereas this by-law may not be al- 
tered or repealed except with the consebt 
of the Lieutenant Governor In Council. 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria to bor- 
row upon the credit of the said Corporation 
by way of the debentures hereinafter men- 
tioned from any person or persons or body 
or bodies corporate who may he willing to 
ndvuucc the same as a loan a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole the sum 
of fifteen thousand dollars currency or 
sterling money at the rate of $4.80 dol- 
lars to the one pound sterling, and to cause 
all such sums so raised or received to be 
paid Into the hands of the Treasurer of the 
said Corporation for the purpose uud with 
the object hereinbefore recited. 

'J. it shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be 
made, executed and issued for such sums 
as may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $15,000.00 either In cur- 
rency (or sterling money at the rule of 
4. SO 2-Ii dollars to the one pound sterling) 
each of the said debentures being to the 
amount of $1,000.00, or its sterling equiva- 
lent at the rate aforesaid, and all such de- 
bentures shall be sealed with the seal or 
the Corporation and signed by the Mayor 
thereof. 

[i. The said debentures shall bear date 
the 1st day of July, 16tiS, and be made pay 
uble in live years from the said date at 
such place either in Great Britain, the 
United States of America or the Dominion 
of Canada, us may be designated thereon 
nnd shall have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of Interest, and the signu 
tures to the Interest coupons, may be either 
written, stamped, printed or lithographed 

4. The said debentures shall bear Interest 
nt the rate of per cent, per annum from 
the date thereof, which Interest shall be 
payable half yearly at such place cither In 
Great Britain, the United States of Am- 
erica or the Dominion of Canada, as may 
be expressed in the debentures and cou- 
pons. 

5. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and the in- 
terest coupons, either or both, to be made 
payable at such plnce either In 'Great 
Britain, the United States of America or 
the Dominion of Canada as may be desired. 

0. For the purpose of raising annually u 
certain speclllc sum for the payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency there shall be raised annually the 
sum of $070. 00, and for the purpose of rais- 
ing annually a certain specific sum for the 
payment of the debt nt maturity there shall 
be raised annually the sum of $2,770.00. 

7. For the purpose of payment of the said 
nnnual sums In the next preceding para- 
graph mentioned there shall be raised and 
levied lu each year a rate of 21-100ths of one 
mill In the dollar on all the ratable land 
aud Improvements or real property In the 
Municipality of the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria during the continuance of 
the said debentures or any of them and 
such rate shall be raised uud levied ns to 
land nt Its assessed value on the said As- 
sessment Roll, and as to Improvements at 
fifty per cent, of their assessed value 
thereon. 

8. This by-law shall before the final pas-

The Mayor nnd aldermen sat fur Hire 
hours last: evening nnd then did not 
transact nil their business before them, 
nn adjournment being taken until this 
(>veniiig nt eight o'clock, when the report 
of the committee on water rates will 
be taken up. There was n lot of busi- 
ness for Inst evening's meeting, which 
opened with the passage of a vote or 
thanks to the Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Co. for supplying trains for the excur- 
sion to the waterworks yesterday. 

A number of minor complains nnd re- 
quests were received nnd referred to the 
proper committee, Among the more 
important was one from Mr. T. It. Smith 
calling attention to the dangerous - -e « n - 
(i it ion of n sidewalk on Cook street: 
residents of Victoria West complaining 
of 1111 open drain on Mary street and 
from residents of the centre of the city 
complaining of the cinders from chim- 
neys. 

Mr. J. S. Yates wrote on behalf of 
Mrs. Krb, asking for the removal of 
certain trees in the cemetery. Refer- 
red to the cemetery committee. 

A letter was received from Mr. .1. 
Coigdarrippe, protesting against the man- 
ner in which tho poundkeeper carried out 
the pound by-law. The poundkeeper hud 
told him that cattle could he allowed 
to run outside certain limits and hud 
shortly afterwards empounded horses 
which Mr. Coigdarrippe had turned out. 

A committee consisting of Aid. Me- 
Onndless, Williams nnd Humphrey was 
appointed to investigate the complaint. 

'The city engineer submitted the speci- 
fications for the construction of a wall 
to protect the foreshore of. Ross Buy 
cemetery. The wall is to be of stone 1.") 
inches thick and backed with stone fill- 
ing. Blind nnd gravel and must be three 
feet above high water murk. The speci- 
Hcntions were referred to I he cemetery 
committer to report. 

The city engineer reported thnt it 
would cost $1,175 to raise the grade of 
Birdcage Walk, opposite the new pnr- 
linmcnt buildings. The engineer also 
submitted the plans of the proposed 
extension of Douglas street ncvoss 
.raines buy to Belleville tsieet. The re- 
port: was laid on the table. 

The water commissioner reported that 
it would cost $537 to extend the water 
main along Fowl Hay road, outside the 
city limits, as requested by Mr. Tale 
anil others and that the revenue would 
priibably be $7i"> per month.

Aid. Humphrey explained thnt he hud 
not signed the report as the question of 
repairing Broad street had not been de- 
cided at the committee meeting which 
he attended. Before leaving the meet- 
ing he had asked Aid. Williams if there 
wns any more work nnd was told that 
there was not. 

There was one motion thnt the report 
bo taken up clause by clause: an amend- 
ment that the report be adopted with 
the exception of the vote for Broad 
street and an amendment to the amend- 
ment thnt the whole report, be adopted. 
The amendment to thcr amendment wns 
proposed by Aid. Wilson, seconded by 
Aid. Williams, the hitter stating that 
he had asked Aid. Humphrey to remain 
at the committee meeting until the ques- 
tion (if repairing Broad street was con- 
sidered. 

Aid. Humphrey— Broad street .was 
certainly not mentioned while 1 was at 
the meeting. Before I left Aid. Wil- 
liams said all the business had been 
transacted. 

Aid. Kinsman— Aid. Willims did not 
say that nil the business had been trans- 
acted before Aid Humphrey left, but nt 
rile time tin gineer's report wns be- 
fore the connniteo. 

The report wns taken up clanse by 
clause, and nil the clauses adopted with 
the exception of the Broad street clause, 
which was laid over titter a long discus- 
sion as tu which street needed repairs 
the most.

All Opportunity to See Some Very Fine Pic- 
tures In Water Color. 

The visit to Victoria of Mr. V. M. BcU- 
Smlth, it. C. A., gives a very welcome op- 
portunity to people here to see some of 
the handiwork of this artist. .Mr. Bell- 
Smith's name is familiar to Canadians, es- 
pecially in the east, fur both he and Ills 
father before him have done much for 
the love of painting, John Bell-Smith, the 
father, had the honor of being the first 
president of the Society of Canadian Ar- 
tists, which was founded by his efforts 
Montreal in 1867, the year that saw Che- 
birth of the Dominion. Mr. V. M. Boll- 
Smith inherited ills father's love of art 
and after teaching art for some time, at 
length gave himself up solely to paint'iig. 
That he should have made a success of 
this no one can fall to understand who 
sees tile delightful collection of Ills water 
eidors nt 58 Douglas street, In the Vic- 
toria theatre block. Mr. Hell-Smith lms 
won an enviable reputation as a figure and 
portrait painter aud this may be easily 
understood by the very lifelike sketch of 
.1 lady's bead, the only one of. the kind In 
the collection. The mastery thut he has 
over detail and ids ability to use brilliant 
coloring effectively yet with discretion Is 
shown in the large picture of the Queen 
leaving St. Paul's after the Jubilee ser- 
vice. He went to London especially for 
the purpose of painting the jubilee aud his 
excellent likeness of Her Majesty Is duo 
to the fact, no doubt, of the special op- 
portunity Mr. Boll-Smith has had to see 
her. He Is one of the 'very few artists 
wlio have had the privilege of a personal 
Kitting by the Queen, for Her Majesty sat. 
to him for his historic picture of the death 
of sir John Thompson. In landscapes or 
maiines Mr. Bell-Smith Is very nappy. 
AulOllg the 43 pictures in the collection is 
n particularly good one of tho sen flowing, 
over the rocks ut Peak's Island, Maine, 
the green of the sell aud the Huffy white of 
the foam being wonderfully good. It makes 
n characteristic bit of Atlantic scenery, 
quite distinct from the Pacific, as one who 
knows both coasts can quickly see. A bit 
of Holland with the low-lying hinds and 
sluggish water is another strong effect in 
a different mood, nnd so is the dark water 
of Louise lake with the heavy mountains, 
snow clad, topping It. In street scenes, 
the artist lias one of ills best points., There 
lire several bps of the Jubilee anil there Is 
one clever little bit or a Paris street, after 
II rain the damp effect being highly realis- 
tic. . There are, too, some line scenes. in 
the Rockies, However, it Is far more satis- 
factory to see these pictures than to read 
about them and thoj are on view dally 
from 11 a. in. to 'p. m. On Wednesday 
nt -I o'clock Mr. Boll-Smith will give a talk- 
on "Canadian Art and Artists." something 
that will be well worth hearing, us he 
knows Ids subject well, On Thursday after- 
noon at :i o'clock there will be a sale of the 
paintings, which no doubt will he well' 
attended.
